Jews were looted. There is reason 
believe that the actual figures, especially in 
regard to the dead, are considerably higher 
than those officially acknowledged. A recent 
letter from # prominent member of the 
Jewish community at Kishineff states :—- 
“Some who were in prosperous circum- 
stances, and had never known want, have 
now, shame-stricken, to beg for help. Others 
suffer through the general destitution and 
misery prevailing in the town. Trade has 
stopped. There is no work. 

There is no need to reprodace any 
of the harrowing details of the barbarities 
practised on those who are no more, 
Our thoughts and our mpathies must 
be direted to the survivors. A_ large 
amount of timely succour is urgently 
required in order that these unfortanate 
victims of savage persecution may be enabled 
to start life again and be freed from the 
pressure of want. Ruined houses must be 
rebuilt; shops re-stocked. Help frum out- 
side must therefore be sent to Kishineff, to 
be spent in the town itself through the 
medium of a thoroughly trustworthy local 
Committee.

SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE’S MISSIONS AND THE KISHINEFF 
MASSACRES, 


Sir,—All who have some recollection of the self-sacrificing deeds of the 
late Sir Moses Montefiore must wonder that, although the great philan- 
thropist has been dead nearly eighteen years, no one has come forward to 
offer his services in a cause which would have moved the late Sir Moses 
into immediate action. One repeats the question asked by Dr. Strauss in 
your last issue: Is there no one in English Jewry who will follow the 
example of the late Sir Moses Montefiore ? 

Indeed, in the annals of this country, which contain the names of so 
many great and good men, it is not easy to find one who in like circum- 
stances so cheerfully relinquished the luxury and comforts of his home, 
nay sacrificed all personal considerations, not for the sake of gaining fame, 
but unobstrusively to work good, and to further the highest interests of 
humanity. 

Had these Kishineff massacres happened during Sir Moses’ lifetime, iron 
chains would not have held him back from journeying to Russia. Those 
who have been in close connection with the late baronet, can imagine the 
effect the occurrence of such atrocities would have had upon his feelings. 
He was always ready, ever on the alert to stand up for the principles of 
freedom and toleration. 1 remember that one Passover night, before the 
conclusion of the Seder service, he said to me: ‘‘ Mr. Shandel, I have had 
very bad news from Rassia. Nine innocent Jews have been arrested 
because of that horrible ritual accusation. Keep yourself in readiness, for 
lam fully prepared to go to St. Petersburg directly after Passover.’’ In 
that case, however, a despatch reached Kast Cliff Lodge two days later 
saying that the nine men had been released. 

it may be interesting and instructive to recall the method followed by 
Sir Moses before he set out on the mission to the East. As in the Kishineff 
murders, a thrill of horror and compassion moved the Jews of Western 
Europeon hearing the story of torture and persecutionat Damascus and 
Rhodes. Urgent prayers for assistance reached Sir Moses, and he, before whom 

the cause of his brethren was never pleaded in vain, at once arranged a 
meeting. This took place on the 2ist April, 1840, at his residence at 
Grosvenor Gate, Park Lane, at which were present not only the 
members of the London Committee of Deputies, but such other 
eminent men as Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, Isaic Cohen, David Salomons, 
Samael Bensusan, Adolphe Crémieux, the Vice-President of the Con- 
sistoire Central of the French Jews and afterwards President of the 
Alliance Israelite Universelle. The details then given of the suffering 
of the unhappy Jews of Damascus and Khodes were as nothing in 
comparison with the horrors of Kishinefl, but the result was that a series 
of resolutions were adopted expressing the disgust and horror of the 
meeting, the Governments of England, l’rance and Austria were entreated 
to take up the cause of the unhappy Jews, and a deputation was appointed 
to wait on Lord Palmerston, Secretary for Foreign Affairs. The deputation 
consisted of Sir Moses Montefiore, baron de Rothschild, Sir Isaac Lyon 
Goldsmid, Sir David Salomons, Mr. A. A. Goldsmid and Mr. Francis H 
Goldsmid. Lord Palmerston, having received the deputation and heard their 
statements, assured them that the influence of the British Government 
would be exerted on behalf of the Jews, and that he would give instructions 
 Bodges, at and to Lord Ponsonby, at Constantinople, 
recting them to use every effort to prevent a contin 
treatment complained of.

During the visit of King Victor Emmanuel to Florence, his Majesty gave 
an audience of half an hour's duration to the local Chief Rabbi, Dr. 8. H. 
Margulies, Knight of the Order of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus. As Presi- 
dent of the Rabbinical College, the Chief Rabbi handed to the King a printed 
memorandum on its work and progress. His Majesty then discussed with 
Dr. Margulies ancient and modern Jewish literature, and after referring to 
his repeated visits to Palestine, he spoke on the position of the Jews in 
various countries. The King expressed pleasure in declaring that the 
situation of the Jews in Italy was considerably better than in all other 
lands, and he added his earnest wish that this might ever remain the case.

ANTI-JEWISH OUTBREAK FEARED. 

According to despatches puLlished in the Berlin papers, Vossische Zeitung, 
Berliner Tageblatt and Lokal Anzeijer, of the 21st inst., a violent anti- 
Semitic agitation prevails throughout Mastern Earope. In the district of 
Dorohoi, in Roumapia, Prince Moruzzi, the ex-Governor of Bucharest, is 
alleged to be exciting the populace against the Jews by filling the imagina- 
tion of the peasants with tales of murder said to have been committed by 
Jewish priests in accordance with their ritual. A female agitator named 
Titza Pavelescu is preaching a crusade against Jews. She is an ex-dress- 
maker, and publishes an anti-Semitic paper which is noted for its violent and 
bloodthirsty policy in regard to the Jews in Roumania. 

Still more dangerous (says the Puily Express correspondent in Berlin), 
is the policy of M. Damitrescu, an official in the Roumanian Ministry of 
Education, who is stated to be reorganising a secret anti-Semitic league 
throughout Roumania, with the avowed purpose of bringing about a general 
massacre of all the Jews in Roumania. 

The action of the Roumanian Government seems to be one of encourage- 
ment rather than disapproval of the movement. The Minister of the 
Interior, M. Lasear, has added fuel to the flame by delivering a violent 
speech, in which he announced that further repressive legislation would 
shortly be adopted against the Jews. 


Accident to the Chief Rabbi. 


We regret to learn that the Chief Rabbi is confined to his bed as 
the result of an accident. On Wednesday, as Dr. Adler was walking 
home from the Athenzeum Ciub in f’all Mall, he wae knocked down by a car- 
riage near Hyde Park, sustaining bruises on the forehead and face. A friend 
passing at the time conveyed Dr. Adler home in her carriage. He . 
at once went to bed and a doctor was summoned. Fortunately the injuries 
were not serious and the Chief Rabbi hopes soonto be out again. He was 
to have attended their Majesties’ Court last evening and to have preached 
on the Festival of Pentecost at the Great and Hambro’ Synagogues. As his 
medical adviser recommended perfect quiet, he did not, at the time we 
went to press, anticipate being able to keep either of these engagements.

The words ** Except in Europe,'’ which were inserted at the instance of 
the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association, were added to Clause 2 in 
Committee. The Clause now reads as follows :-— 


The following paragraph shall be added to the Memorandum of Association of the 
Jewish Colonisation Association and shall be deemed to have formed part of the 
Memorandum since the date of registration thereof (namely) 

(aa) To establish and maintain or contribute to the establishment and maintenance 
in any partof the world of educational and training institutions model farms 
loan-banks industries factories and any other institations or associations 
which in the judgment of the Council may be calculated to fit Jews for 
emigration and assist their settlement in various parts of the world except ih 
Europe with power to contribute to the funds of any association or society 
already existing or hereafter formed and having objects which in the opinion 
of the Council may assist or promote the carrying out of the objects of the 
Association.

The Kishineff Massacres. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
Sr. PererspurG, MAy. 


It will easily be understood that the Kishineff atrocities have not ceased 
to be the general topic of discussion, and the whole of Russian Jewry |s 
still in a state of continual suspense. News from Kishineff, whether con- 
tained in newspapers or private communications, is awaited with burning 
impatience ‘and eagerly devoured. Every day brings to light fresh horrible 
details of the inhuman barbarity displayed by the rioters and those by 
whom they were encouraged. It is absolutely impossible to reproduce 
everything, but one or two matters deserve to be emphasised and this I 
endeavour to do below. 

In the first place, however, mention must be made of a report that is 
carrent and which bears the stamp of authenticity. According to this 
account, when telegrams were sent from Kishineff announcing the outrages 
there being committed, the Tsar and the Minister of the Interior von Plehve 
were in Moscow, and owing to quite unintelligible causes only received the 
dispatches fourteen hours after their arrival. When he received the news 
of the massacres the Tsar was greatly agitated and gave most emphatic 
orders that the infuriated mob was to be restrained—if necessary by the 
adoption of drastic measures. Notoriously it was no longer necessary to 
take energetic steps and the fixed determination of the police and 
military to put an immediate end to the disorders amply sutliced (directly 
it was evinced) to disperse the mob and restore quiet. In any event it was 
much too late. 

That the riots were pre-arranged down to the smallest detail there is 
no longer the slightest reason to doubt and it is fully confirmed by the 
following authenticated statement published by the Woschod: ‘ Eye

is difficult to recount all the details of the catastrophe that has befallen us, 
but in order that some idea may be formed of all that has happened here 
(Kishineff) in the space of two days, I give the stories related by some of the 
victims at present under treatment in the Jewish hospital. Jos. Tokar, forty- 
four years old, father of a young family of eight children, as soon as he heard 
that pillage and murder were taking place, hastened to conceal himself 
with his wife and children in a cellar, taking pillows, mattresses and 
other articles with him. At one o’clock in the afternoon, a party of 
about forty men, armed with hammers, crowbars and other imple- 
ments, broke into the dwelling, destroyed everything that came to 
hand, and cast the ruins into the street. They then invaded the cellar, 
dragged him out, robbed him of all the money in his possession, beat and 
otherwise ill-treated him until he lost consciousness. In the yard was a 
shed containing 500 roubles’ worth of furniture (he is a joiner) all of which 
was smashed to splinters. From a well-to-do artisan he has been rendered 
a beggar. His wife and childreo have slept for ten nights in various 
shelters and live on alms. Schlema Held, 56 years old, wounded in the 
head. Does not remember how he was taken to the hospital. His arm is 
broken, his property destroyed and all his money stolen. He lived in the 
same house in which Hirsch Bolgar, the father of six children, and Hirsch 
Liss were murdered. He heard bitter cries for protection, wild screams for 
help, but was unable to render any assistance. Near him lies the son of 
Hirsch Liss, mentioned above. He was badly wounded in the head and has 
no notion of the fact that his father has already been interred. Jos. Sagan- 
owsky, 74 years old, had arrived on April 21st from Bender, was seized by 
the mob, beaten almost to death and robbed. The same fate befell Simon 
Leschzinsky, twenty-five years old, wounded in the head.  Jisrael 
Trachtenbroit, sixty-six years old, was badly crushed, had one 
eye gouged out, was robbed, and is now penniless. Anschel Kornitz 
21 years of age, was horribly mutilated, all his features are swollen, part 
of his face torn away with some blunt instrument, and his skull, cheekbones 
and teeth are injured. He presents a horrible spectacle. Joseph Kogan

American Feeling.

The Times correspondent in New York telegraphed on the 22nd inst. :— 

Among other replies to Count Cassini’s defence of the Kishinefl massacres 
Mr. Cyrus Adler, of the Smithsonian Institution and Secretary of the International 
Jewish Association, deals in detail with the Ambassador's pleas. He gives the facts 
concerning agriculture, banking and other avenues open or closed to Russian Jews, 
including the privelege of being killed, but never promoted, as a soldier, ‘* Count 
Cassini,’’ says Mr. Adler, ‘‘has given in no one instance an accurate statement of the 
causes producing the riots at Kishineff.’’ This exposure adds something to American 
indignation—not so much as Count Cassini’s cynical apology itself caused. This 
indignation is to be expressed with authority in a meeting next Wednesday, Mayor Low 
presiding, when Archbishop Farley, Bishop Potter, Mr. Cleveland, and scores of other 
eminent Americans are announced to be present. ‘ount Cassini has been requested by 
the Russian Foreign Ministry to defer his departure for Europe fora fortnight. This 
request, it is said, is undoubtedly due to the agitation in the United States over the 
treatment of the Jews in Southern Kussia, which shows no signs of diminishing. Mass 
meetings are being held everywhere. Count Cagsini had along conversation with Mr. 
Hay = It is understood that the probable attitude of the United States, should 
large numbers of pauperised Jews from Russia seek refuge here, was discussed. That a 
_ exodus to these shores is about to begin there is no doubt... It is stated that the 

ews in Chicago alone have sent to relatives in Russia 5,000 steamship tickets to enable 
them to come to America. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Times telegraphed :— 

There is no truth in the report circulated by a news agency from Washington that 
Mr. McCormick has made representations to the Russian iovernment with regard to the 
massacre of Jews at Kishineff. No communications, either formal or informal, have, 1 
am informed, passed between the American Embassy and the Russian loreign Office in 
this connection. 

Senators |}urrows and Alger, of Michigan, says the Daily Teleyraph cor- 
respondent at Washington, have presented to Mr. Hay resolutions condemn- 
ing the Russian persecutions of the Jews adopted by their constituents. 
Mr, Hay explained the inability of this Government to interfere. The

A telegram from Washington, dated May 27th states: | 

The State Department is receiving resolutions denouncing the Kishineff massacres 
at the rate of 50 a day, but no action will be taken pending President Roosevelt's 
return to Washington. The State Department has received unofficial Russian 
assurances to the effect that the instigators of the massacres will be punished, also 
that the Russian officials will endeavour to repress any future outbreaks,

A meeting of the members of the “ Kishineff Atrocities Relief Com- 
mittee '’ was held last Monday evening at the Three Nuns Hotel, Aldgate, 
with Mr. H. Comor, the President, in the Chair. 

Mr. A. ENGLANDER read the report of the deputation which had waited 
on the heads of various Jewish bodies. It states that Sir Samuel Montagu 
declared that he was waiting for further information from Russia to see 
whether the needs of their unfortunate brethren had already been met by 
the collections in the different countries or not. In case information should 
be received and further sums required, Sir Samuel stated that the money 
would be ferthcoming. He deprecated, however, any collection of funds 
in the East End of London, as he was afraid they would compare very 
poorly with collections in other countries. Mr. D. L. Alexander, K.C., 
representing the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Jewish Board of 
Deputies, on being interviewed, informed the deputation that an appeal 
was to be issued about Tuesday to the Jewish and general public, but they 
would be very pleased to receive any pecuniary support from a

whatever. Both gentlemen interviewed were of opinion that on ae eneaues 
was a public demonstration of protest at present advisable, as it might

The Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden in Berlin has received a report 
on the Kishineff excesses from a member whom it had sent to make 
enquiries onthe spot. The figures inthe report are practically identical 
with those already given in the Jewish Chronicle. The Commissioner adds :— 

The widows of those who lost ‘their lives declined to accept money, fearing fresh 
attacks during the Russian Whitsuntide. About 29,000 Jews were directly affected by 
the massacre, by plundering, by loss of employment, or otherwise, and these mostly 
belonged to the poorer classes. The rich Jews were practically not affected, as they 
were not molested, a statement which the /: er Tageblatt supplements by adding the 
words ‘‘ seeing that they gave the (iovernor larve sums of money.’’ 

The Management of the Moscow Literary and Artistic Circle has sent 
500 roubles to the Kishineff Relief Committee, 

A manifesto has been issued by the International Socialist Bureau in 
lseussels denouncing the Kishineff outrages. It is signed by Vandervelde, 
Pressens¢, Vaillant, Singer, Turati, Enrico lerri, and others, and declares 
that Tsarism sought, through the excesses at Kishineff, to check the 
revolutionary action of the Russian proletariat. 

A great meeting, organised by the pro-Armenia and Macedonia 
Society in Rome, was held in the Teatro Adriano last Sunday, every 
seat in the huge building being filled. A resolution was passed calling upon 
the Italian Government to settle once and for all a situation which was a 
ees vidlation of all laws of humanity. An attempt was made by a 
arge proportion of the audience, says the Lome correspondent of the 
Morning Leader, to insert in the resolution a denunciation of Russia for its 
Finland policy and the Kishineff massacres, but this was resisted by Pro- 
fessor Sergi, the President, onthe ground that such a resolution had nothing 
to do with the cause for which the meeting had been called. A scene of 
some excitement thereupon ensued, which Sergi only succeeded in calming 
by promising to hold another meeting to consider the Russian excesses, 

According to the Berlin correspondent of the Morning Leader, “*a 
veritable panic has seized on the Jewish population of St. Petersburg, who 
fear that the occasion of the forthcoming jubilee of the foundation of the 
city will be used for the perpetration of anti-Semitic excesses, Thousands 
of sheets are being distributed among the citizens of St. Petersburg inciting 
them avainst the Jews; and as many of the latter as can afford to do so 
have left for Finland or outlying villages; many Christian inhabitants of 
the capital also intend leaving the city in anticipation of disturbances 
during the festivities. The authorities are taking every possible pre- 
cautionary measure, and have prohibited all forms of merry-making that 
would draw crowds of people together. Even the regattas, which were 
arranged to take place inside the city, will now be held outside.’’ 

Mr. A. L. Volinsky delivered a public lecture at Odessa on the theme : 
‘‘What is Idealism?’ The receipts. about 1,000 roubles, were sent by 
Mr. Volinsky to the victims of the Kishineff riots. 

The workmen at Esau’s works at Ekaterinoslav have requested their 
employers to deduct two per cent. of their wages during three months on 
behalf of the Kishineff victims. The employés are nearly all Christians. 

Up to 20th May the Woscho! had received 22,881 roubles for the 
Kishineff martyrs. | 

The collection of the Israelite Alliance in Vienna amounted on Monday 
to 80,000 kronen. 

The publication of the Volynia has been stopped altogether, and the 
Novosti has been forbidden to sell single copies in the streets. These 
papers are favourable to the Jews. 

At the monthly meeting of the Clones (Ireland) Gleaners’ Union Branch 
of the Church Missionary Society, the following resolution, moved by the 
Rev. Joseph Abbott, M.A., and seconded by the Rev. M. M. Gilbert, was 
unanimously adopted :— 

That the members of the Clones (Traland) Branch of the Gleaners’ Union have heard 
with great regret of the atrocities which have been perpetrated by the so-called Kussian 
Christians on the Jewish inhabitants of Kishineff.

At a meeting of the Committee of Ministers held at the Office of the 
Chief Rabbi on Monday, it was resolved on the motion of the Rev. Dr. 
Adler that sermons be preached on the first day of Pentecost dealing with 
the Kishineff outrages and pleading for the Fand which has been opened in 
aid of the sufferers. . 

A meeting of the Maccabeans, which was announced in the general 
press, was held yesterday (Thursday) week at the St. James’s Restaurant, 
to consider the Kishineff massacres. We sent a representative to the 
meeting, but all reporters (among whom were one or two representatives of 
general news agencies) were requested to withdraw. The result of the 
meeting has not been officially communicated to us. 

The Grand President of the Order ‘‘ Achei Ameth,’’ Mr. D. Levy, has 
collected £30 towards the Relief Fand. This sum will probably be increased 
shortly by £20. The Grand Lodge of the Order ‘ Achei Brith’’ held a 
special meeting on Tuesday and passed the following resolution : ** That 
each Lodge shall contribute at the rate of a ls. per member towards the 
fund being raised for the relief of the Kishineff victims."’ By this means it 
is anticipated that at least 100 guineas will be immediately forthcoming. 
Two of the Lodges will contribute at the rate of 2s. per member. Su 
scriptions had been opened prior to the passing of the resolution.

as he had acted without the express direction and authority of the Board, 
he thought it right that the President should communicate what had been 
done. A few days after the last meeting of the loard, when he had learnt 
the extent of the outrages, he had an interview with Mr. C. G. Montefiore, 
the President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and after discussing the 
matter with him, they had come to the conclusion that it was an occasion 
on which to call together the Conjoint Committee. The meeting was fally 
attended, and three subjects were discussed. The first was whether a 
letter should be sent to the Times depicting the horrible crimes that had 
been committed; the second was the question of a demonstration in the 
shape of a public meeting ; and the third was whether an appeal for financial 
relief should be made to the general public. The Committee had unani- 
mously agreed that the letter was desirable. On the other two matters 
the opinion had been that both should stand over untila farther meeting. The 
direct result of their deliberations was seen in the letter published in the Times 
and in the leading article that had been pablished is the same impression of 
the journal, Mr. Montefiore and himself had been of the opinion that the 
matter was of so grave a character that they considered themselves bound 
to say in the letter what they felt and what they knew to be the fact. In 
consequence of that communication both of them had received from every 
quarter strong expressions of sympathy and messages of approval of the 
letter, and he thought that if any jastification were necessary, it was 
the secret despatch from the Minister of the Interior to} the Governor of 
Kishineff published by the Times at the head of their communication. They 
had not heard asingle word of disapproval of the tone or character of 
the letter which was considered both temperate and outspoken. After the 
publication of the letter it was decided further to consider the other matters. 
At a meeting of the Conjoint Committee on the previous Thursday it was con- 
sidered inadvisable for the present to hold a public meeting. On that point 
they were almost, if not quite, unanimous. They decided, however, to issue 
an appeal in the Times and the Jewish l’ress together with a first list of 
donations. Their Vice-President, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, had taken a 
deep interest in the matter and agreed entirely with the course adopted. 
He asked the Board to confirm what had been done and to approve of their 
course of conduct. On Friday he had received a deputation from some 
people in East. London. He had received a letter from Mr. E. W. 
Rabbinowicz, to the effect that a resolution had been passed at a meeting 
in East London appointing a deputation to meet the representative Jewish 
bodies. That deputation had waited upon him and he had had an agree- 
able interview with it and had been assured that those whom it repre- 
sented would act in accordance with the views of the Conjoint Committee.

ALIEN CRIMINAL STATISTICS. 


YESTERDAY WEEK’S SITTING. 

At the final sitting of the Alien Immigration Commission on Thursday, the 
2ist inst, there were present : Lord James of Hereford (Chairman), Lord oth- 
schild, the Hon; Alfred Lyttelton, K.C., M.P., Sir Kenelm bb, Digby, K C.B., 
Major W. i. Evans-Gordon. M.P., and Mr. William Vallance. 


Statistics of Alien Crime. — 
Major E. G. CLaytox, R.E., Secretary to the Prison Commission, and 


- formerly Governor of the Lewes and Wormwood Scrulbs Prisons, was the 


first witness. He submitted tables showing the amount and character- 
istics’ of alien crime in England and Wales. The convict prisons of 
Dartmoor, Portland, Borstal, Parkhurst and Aylesbury were not in- 
cluded as prisoners would then have been enumerated twice over. rhe 
number of alien prisoners convicted and received in Metropolitan 
prisons in 1899 was 1,143 (1,011 males and 1:2 females,) which increased, 
in the year ending March 3ist, 1003, to 1,915 (1,598 males and 3ly 
females). The numbers received in Provincial prisons in the two 
years were respectively 1,038 (912 males and ‘\) females), and Loos (1,556 
males and 148 females.) The total number of alien prisoners received in 
Metropolitan and Provincial prisons had, therefore, increased trom 2,181 in 
1899 to 3,449 in 1905. Of the former figure 1,95") and of the latter 5,005 were 
summary convictions, i ¢., of less serious crimes. The percentage of alion 
prisoners had increased from in 1890 to in 1), 

The next table submitted by the witness showed ‘that the number ol 
Germans received in Metropolitan prisons had increased from 282 in LSvY 
to 471 in 1903 (the number of females rising from 4% to 105). In the pro- 


vincial prisons the corresponding figures were 1\)) and 230. The namber of 
Russians and Poles received in Metropolitan prisons in 1599 was 202, and 
in 1903, 476 (the females rising from 10 to (7). In the provincial 


prisons the figures were 105 and 191 in the two years respectively. 
The number of Norwegians, Swedes and Danes in Metropolitan and Pro- 
vincial prisons had increased from 226 to 402; French, from LY to 3509; 
Italians, from 142 to 287; and Americans (including persons from the 2 
Continents, except Canada) from 573 to 737. f the total number for the 
five years, viz., 13,114, 23) per cent. were Americans, 19 per cent. Germans, 
17 per cent. Russians and Poles, 11 per cent. Norwegians, Swedes 
and Danes, 9 per cent. Italians and 9 per cent. French. 


53,537 Russians and Poles in London only 289 Prisoners. 


Lord JAMES then pointed out that according to the Census of 1901, there 
were 53,537 Russians and Poles in London, whereas in that year there were 
only 289 prisohers received in Metropolitan prisons. There were 27,427 
Germans, of whom 28) were convicted in 1901. The proportion of Germans 
convicted was thus double that of the Russians and Poles. The number of 
French prisoners in 1901 was 123 out of a population of 11,204; the Italians 
193 out of 10,889, the Americans 184 out of. 5.561, and the Austrians 57 
out of 6,189. The proportion of alien to genera! population in 1901 was “68, 
(282,000 aliens and 41,500,000 géneral population), whilst the percentage 
of foreign crime was 1°66. : 

The next tab'e showed that the number of alien prisoners sentenced to 
varying terms of penal servitude had increased from 47 in 1899, to 62 in 
1903, the total number for t e three years being 250. The number sentenced 
to fourteen days and under was in 1899, 2,151, and in 1903, 3,382. Out of the 
total of 13,114 alien prisoners in the last five years, more than half were 
sentenced to imprisonment for fourteen days and under. There was only 
one alien sentenced to death in that period. The proportion of alien to 
the total popula ion in London in 1901 was 2S per cent. - The proportion 
of foreign crime was therefore a favourable one. 

Mr. VALLANCE: Am I right in saying that in the year 1903 there were 
1,915 convicted alien prisoners, and that of those 176 were Russians and Poles ” 

Major CLAYTON : Yes. 

Mr. VALLANCE: From those figures I deduce the fact that 1°4° of the 
foreign population were convicted prisoners, and of the Russians and Poles 
it was ‘9. It is only fair to mention that, as there is a flood of immigration 
of Russians and Poles coming in. 

Mr. LyiTeLton: What is the German percentage ? 

Mr. VALLANCE: 1°7,

The witness, in reply to a further question, stated that the prisons in 
which synagogues had been erected were Parkhurst, Wormwood Scrubs 
and Pentonville.

Evidence of Shipping Companies. 

Mr. W. L. CALKIN, of Messrs Tegner Price and Company, agents for the 
United Steamship Company of Copenhagen, the proprietors of boats 
carrying immigrants from Libau to London, said that the ships in which the 
aliens were now brought over complied with the regulations of the Port of 
London Sanitary authorities. Asked whether, if severe restrictive laws 
were passed as to health, “c., the people would come at all, the witness 
replied: ‘*So far as my own knowledge goes of those that have been 
coming on our steamers I have only heard of one case of disease found on 
arrival at Gravesend.’’ He did not see any objection, 


from the Company's 
point of view, to a monetary test being imposed, but he could not say

Each of the steamers carried, on the average, 10) persons. It would not 
be onerous on the Shipping company to take back a person who was found to 
be acriminal. About 60 or 70 per cent. of the passengers on the Company's 
vessels were known to be transmigrants although they came to London 
Mr. F, W. CiiAMbrrs, Manager of the Netherlands Steam Boat Company 

said that he would object to take a man back who was rejected by 4 
monetary test. A man might have money on starting but might lose it or 
have it stolen on the journey. He recognised, however, that the Company 
would have to take the immigrant back if he did not come up to the standard 
imposed by a restrictive law. No person was taken on board who had a 
disease, and an informal sifting, therefore, now took place.

In the House of Commons on Monday, Sir Howarp Vincent asked 
the President of the Board of Trade what steps he was taking to prevent 
the anti-Semitic disturbances in Russia increasing the number of Russian 
and Polish immigrants into the East End of London, and whether he could 
state what increase, if any, in the number of immigrants by the German 
line plying between Hamburg and London has taken place since March last. 

Mr. GERALD BALYouUR replied: | think my hon. and gallant friend must 
be aware that the Board of Trade possesses no such powers as his « uestion 
suggests. There has been no increase since March in the number of 
Russians and Poles arriving in London from Hamburg, whether in German 
or other vessels. The total figures are: March, 368; April, 172; May (up to 
the 18th) 101, These figures include persons in transit. 


Aliens and the Census. 


SOME CURIOUS FIGURES. 

The Statistical Officer of the London County Council (Mr. E. Harper) has 
just published a review of the ‘** Registrar-General’s Preliminary Report on 
the Census of 1901.’’ He makes the interesting statement that the only 
cases in which the males are in excess of the females are in the City of 
London and the Boroughs of Stepney, Woolwich and Poplar. In the City 
this is due to the large number of male assistants living in drapery estab- 
lishments ; but *‘ in the cases of Stepney and Poplar the excess is accounted 
for by the greater number of male alien immigrants.’’ In Stepney there 
are 150,711 males, as against 147,889 females. Among the foreigners in this 
Borough the males and females number respectively 29,363 and 24,947; while 
among the natives the predominance is reversed, the figures being 121,348 
and 122,942 respectively. 

According to Mr. Harper's review, the number of Russians and 
Russian Poles in London has increased from 1,160 in the year 1851 to 
53,537 in 1901, the total number of foreigners in the Metropolis 
increasing from 25,670 in 1851 to 135,377 in the year 1901, 
Whereas the proportion of aliens per thousand of the London population was 
11 fifty years ago, it is now 30. In 1881, 2°9 ver cent, of the foreigners in 
London were Rassians, and 11°5, Poles. In 1901, 28°2 per cent. were 
Russian, and 11°4 Polish—so that while the proportion of immigrants from 
Russia has greatly increased, that of the Poles has remained stationary. 
Mr. Harper says that the number of Dutch in Stepney shows a decrease at 
each successive census. Of the 155,377 aliens in London, 79,804 were males, 

55,57: Again, 25,802 were under twenty years of age, 
while 109,575 were twenty years of age or over. The facts 
as to age distribution, as given by Mr. Harper, are remarkable and 
bear out what has already been noted by Jewish observers. Thus, whereas, 
in the whole population of London 397 per cent. were under 20. 
and 60°35 were 20 and upwards, in the case of the Russian aliens the 
proportions were 26°0 and 7i'0 respectively, in that of the Poles 
23°5, and 765; while the same phenomenon is_ noticeable’ in 
an even more marked degree in the case of several of the other 
nationalities. As might have been expected, the marriage rate among the 
male Russians and Poles is larger than that of the total population of 
London. For the total male population of London (aged 20 and upwards) 
the proportion per cent. of married or widowed is 67°) ; for the Russians it 
is 72'8; for the Poles, 78°4 (the highest of all) ; for the Dutch, 70°9; for the 
French, 57°7; for the Germans, 55°8; and for the Swiss, 380. In the case 
of the females, the proportion per cent. of the total London population which 
is married or widowed is 66°7; whereas the proportion for Russian women 
in London is 867; for Poles, 8°9 (again the highest); for the Datch, 77°8; 
for the French, 54°4; for the Germans, 63'4; and forthe Swiss, 37°5. ‘* It will 
be seen,’’ says Mr. Harper, *‘ that the proportion of men married is larger 
among the persons born in Russia, Poland and Holland than in the case of the 
total population of London. With regard to the foreign-born females the 
proportion married is greater than in the whole population of London in 
every case except the French, Germans and Swiss.’’ Apparently the marriage 
problem exists less acutely for the Polish Jews than for any nationality in 
London. Is this the work of the Shadchan ? 


Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables. 


A meeting of the Board of Management was held on Monday, at 60, 
Old Broad Street, Mr. Stuart M. SAMUEL, M.P., President, in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN presented to Mr. Mark Drukker a copy, engrossed on 
vellum, suitably framed, of a resolution of thanks for his services as one 
of the Treasurers of the Institution for the past thirteen years. Mr. Samuel 
said that it afforded him much pleasure to be the medium of tendering to 
Mr. Drukker this testimony of the appreciation felt by the Board of the 
deep interest taken by him in promoting the welfare of the Institution. 
Mr. Drukker was one of the founders, and when he (the Chairman) accepted 
the position of President, he was informed how deeply indebted the 
Institution was to Mr. Drukker for the zeal and devotion he had evinced 
in the early days of the Charity. Those services had been continued up to 
the present, and although Mr. Drukker had resigned the position of 
Treasurer, they would still receive the benefit of his assistance as Chairman 
of the Investigating Committee. On behalf of the Board of Management he 
asked Mr. Drukker’s acceptance of this token of the regard felt for him by 
his colleagues, accompanied by every good wish for his happiness and 
prosperity. 

Mr. DRUKKER expressed the pleasure he felt that the Institution, whose 
merciful cause he had deeply at heart, was now fixed on so solid a basis. 
He could assure them that whatever little service he had been able to 
render had been prompted by good motives, and he would only be too 
pleased to continue to afford in the future whatever aid lay in his power. 


On the recommendation of the Investigating Committee six additional 


inmates (three from Infirmaries) were elected. 

On Monday last the Institution was visited by Lady Battersea, and on 
Tuesday by Mr. F. D. Mocatta, both of whom recorded in the visitors’ book 
how delighted they were with the Institution and its admirable management. 


On Sunday last a party numbering about twelve of the memb of the W

tain these statements it was necessary to attack the Census itself, 
But that attack has weakened as the evidence proceeded, and one of the 
most important declarations made by that very capable public servant Mr. 
Llewellyn Smith was that the Census estimate of aliens was practically 
confirm 4 by the Board of Trade Statistics. The Census showed an increase 
of 28.000 Russians and Poles in London during the last ten years; while the 
eross increase, according to the Board of Trade figures, was 50,000. Even 
there were no further deductions to be made from the latter, the 
difference between the two estimates, which extend, it must be remembered: 
over a period of ten years, would not be very serious. Even at 
the present time all the foreigners in England taken together 
amounted! to only *68 of the population—a proportion smaller than 
shat in any other country except Spain and Sweden; and ridiculous when 
compared with the 700,000 immigrants who arrived in the United 
States list year. The truth of the matter is that the allegation 
as to th wholesale ** alienisation ”’ of London Can only be substan 
tiated one assumption, viz., that the children are and remain 
neurably foreign. But that allegation, of which Major Evans-Gordon was 
at one time inelined to make much, has been crushed to atoms, as every 
Jow knew it must be. The children of the alicns grow up intensely loyal 
to this country (we are sorry that the numbers of them in the East End 
Volunteer regiments at various times were not ascertained). In addition 
they bring great assiduity and brain power to its service, to say nothing of

Another misestatement, of which the 
evidence before the Commission has 
disposed, is that the immigrants who 
come here are ‘* naupers.” There was always an obvious inconsistency 
hetween the allegation that the alien was a pauper and the charge that he 
raised himself to self-dependence (and even wealth) by excessive toil. But 
the phrase ** pauper alien’’ was an effective one, and consequently was 
hunted to death by the political tadpoles and tapers of the East End. 
Yet what are the facts? ‘According to Mr. Liewellyn Smith, 
only 3,254 ont of the © 145,000 aliens in London receive relief. Even 
of these,» 1,742, or nearly half, merely obtain medical advice 
They may otherwise be entirely self-supporting, and 
ought not fairly to be classed as paupers at all. But even if we include 
them under this eategory, we find that only 2°4 of the aliens of London are 
paupers. In other words, an Alien Act designed to’ keep out people 
“likely to become a publie charge’’ would, if honestly administered, have 
allowed in US per cént. of the aliens now in London. Weask Englishmen, 
who are a reasonable as well as a generous race of men, whether it is worth 
while setting up a complicated machinery and going back on all the 
traditions of their country for the sake of excluding two per cent. of the 
foreigners ? Surely the expense of maintaining this machinery would at 
least be equal to the cost. of maintaining the handful of paupers 
(comparatively speaking), who are now a burden on the rates. The 
Whole question of excluding men who are likely to become a 
public charge is beset with hopeless difficulty. No officer 
at a port is sufficient judge or prophet to be able to recognise a potential 
pauper in a newly arrived immigrant. The latter does not bear the brand 
of helplessness on his forehead, and, as Mr. Llewellyn Smith says, ** if you 
begin to give power to an officer to predict what will happen to a man 
unless you have omniscience, you will have scandals.’’ Indeed, 
Mr. Smith went so far as to say that it ‘‘ cannot be done,’’ and as a matter 
of fact it is not done’’ (in America.) It is probable that this truth has 
by now dawned on-some of the anti-aliens themselves. But we do not 
believe that it is likely to affect their action very much. For what many 
of these desire to kéep out is not the ‘*pauper,” but the hard-working 
immigrant —the ‘‘ unskilled workman ’’ as they choose to call him. Their 
call is a demand for the protection of labour. But they cannot deny 
that if the alien maker of cheap goods were excluded, the ,oods them- 
‘elves Would still be made abroadand sent here. The result would be that the 
tative workmen would be left precisely where they are, while the mechanics in 
the allied trades who had profited by the localisation of the aliens’ industry in 
England would suffer proportionately. Either these consequences would 
befall, or else the cheap goods would be excluded from the country—to the 
detriment of the general consumer. The outery against the competition of 
alien labour is in fact mostly unfounded, But even were it not, the 
rn nee it were adopted, could not be confined to tailors and shoe- 
for instatice, as German clerks.

commentary on its increased stringency to which restrictionists make such 
frequent reference. To put the matter briefly, the case of the anti-aliens 
on its economic side has entirely broken down. Even the exclusion of 
criminals and disease-ridden immigrants—a point on which we are all 
agreed—offers great difficulties. Two commissioners of police testified last 
week that all measures to prevent alien criminals entering are doomed 
to failure; while a law for the exclusion of the disease-ridden would be to a 
very great extent a work of supererogation. The Jews who enter the 
Shelter are practically free from sickness. The same may be said of the 
transmigrants passing through Liverpool; while the case against the alien 
on the score of eye disease (trachoma) has fared badly at the hands of later 
witnesses. Indeed, the exclusion not only of the sick but also of criminals 
would not affect Jews very much; for the figures adduced last week show 
that only *9 per cent. of the Russians and Poles in this country were 
convicted last year (as against I*7 of the (iermans.) If, however, 
it is deemed either necessary or possible to exclude the _ sick, 
the criminal or the prostitute, then by all means let it be done. 
But for our part, we believe that the only remedy for such other evils as 
may exist is to be found inarigorous enforcement of sanitary housing laws not 
only in Stepney, but all over London simultaneously. This should be accom- 
panied by a vigorous constructive housing policy. We do not believe that 
the congestion in the Fast Kad is entirely the work of the alien. Close 
proximity to the City, and the displacement of the private house by the 
factory, have been potent factors in producing the present situation. But 
inasmuch as an apparently plausible case can be made out against 
the alien on this score, we repeat what we have said many a time 
before : that a solemn duty lies on the Jewish community to accelerate 
the dispersion of the East End Ghetto. This is far and away the most 
urgent obligation of the moment, and it should not and cannot be 
abandoned until a strong and united effort has proved it impossible. The 
matter is sv imperative that we venture once more to appeal to the com- 
munity to look the whole situation in the face and take determined action. 
On another point it is clear that the Commission can make a useful 
recommendation. There must be better statistics. The incomplete figures 
as to transmigration, like the grossly misleading statistics as to poor law 
relief, have been the great weapon in the hands of the frothy agitator. 
The country wants the truth on this immigration question; and as long as 
the treth is obscured in clouds of unreliable figures, the nation will be liable to 
be rushed into mistaken courses by interested parties. Mr. Llewellyn Smith 
suggests an amendment of the alien law compelling the master of the immi- 
vrant vessel and the alien to return the latter's destination. He also 
recommends that a record be made of the number of emigrants leaving 
this country. Whether such expedients would he effective or not, the 
time has certainly come for accurate and definite figures. 

We recognise. that the question of taking further 
action in respect of the WKishineff massacre 
is a very difficult and delicate one. All are 
agreed that this .unparalleled incident should not be allowed to 
drop quietly into oblivion and become merely an added chapter to the 
records of religious persecution. If the punishment of the cuilty is to con- 
sist of nothing more than a few cries of horror, a few sobs, and then the 
silence of the grave, the chances of preventing the recurrence of 
butchery will not be improved. The «question, however, is, what kind 
of action should now be taken. We do not favour a Guildhall Demonstra- 
tion. It is conceivable that such a demonstration would be even more 
influential in the year of a Jewish Lord Mayor than if it were headed by 
a Christian. But the prevalent opinion is otherwise. The Russo- 
Jewish Committee and the Conjoint Committee of the Board of 
Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish As Oc ation are not favour 
of a meeting, and it is wise to defer to the feeling of such bodies, which 
may be credited with means of knowled ze as to the practicability of par- 
ticular expedients, though the zeal and energy of permanent committees 
tend often to a diminution proportionate to their age. Permanent organi- 
sation has its uses—chiefly mechanical—while it has also deficiencies— 
chiefly emotional. But it does not follow, that because the Lord Mayor cannot 
summon a meeting of citizens, therefore, nothing remains but to call for 
subscriptions. It is quite true that, except in so far as the persecutions 
might lead to increased immigration into this country, the Government 
would have no locus standi for intervention. But we hardly think it beyond 
the ingenuity of Jewish .M.P.s to bring the subject before Parliament. A 
question on the subject has already been asked by Mr, Stuart Samuel, and 
we believe it is not impossible for the Kishineff terror to be referred 
to once more in the legislature. But if Varliamentary notice be out of the 
question, there remains at least the public platform. The Guildhall is not 
the one place where men may gather.

It was objected at the meeting of the Board 
of Deputies last Sunday, that *‘ no reason had 
been put forward by the advocates of a pub- 
lic meeting.’’ Unfortunately the reason is only too palpable. It consists 
in the great danger which over-hangs many of the Jews in Eastern Europe 
to-day. The excesses of Kishineff are having a reflex action on the barbarians 
of similarly disposed communities, and it is necessary to make it clear that 
the eyes of the world are open to what those communities are doing. In 
Roumania, particularly, the influence of the not very distant town of 
Kishineff is said to be making itself felt, and the German press has 
been full of the “reign of terror,’’ which, it states, exist 
among the Jews of Kastern lKurope. In district of 
Dorohoi (Roumania), an ex-Governor of Bucharest is said to be

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spreading the Ritual Marder fable ; and the Prefect of Dorohoi is reported 
to have informed the Roumanian Government that the situation is so 
critical, that a massacre of Jews may happen at any moment. The blood- 
fever, as we may call it, is a contagious sickness. For not only is a 
certain official in the Roumanian Ministry of Education declared to be 
re-organising a secret anti-Semitic League with the purpose of bringing 
about a Jewish-massacre, but the Minister of the Interior himself is feeding 
the flames with vielent language, and promising further repressive legisla- 
tion. But with the 
horrors of Kishineff still haunting one’s memory, we cannot afford to take 
any risk. Mr. N. L. Cohen told the Deputies that no meeting, however 
enthusiastic, could bea stimulus to those at present responsible for the care 
of public order in Russia. But if there is any truth in that argument we 
should refrain from protest not only on the platform, but also in the press. 
In that case, too, the letter of Messrs. Alexander and Montefiore was 
unnecessary, and the Kussian and Roumanian officials should be left entirely 
to their own consciences in dealing with the future. It is not a security 
which we should care to rely on. It may be that rash and hasty words 
would be spoken at a public meeting; but a little warning to the speakers 
to preserve moderation should be enough to guard against that danger, 
The community heware of being too chicken-hearted in 
these matters. It should at least have half the courage in a good cause 
which the Russian ollicials exhibited in a bad. Mass meetings are being 
held all over America, where gentlemen like Mr. Cleveland have answered 
the cry of humanity. Paris and Rome have spoken. Is it to go forth that 
in London alone the Jews consider that the limits of expediency and of their 
own power are reached by a letter in a daily paper? It is necessary to 
strengthen the hands of the Tsar antl of M. de Witte against the retro- 
gressive ollicials.

Dupare, Secretary of the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation: Mr. Henry Hyams, Secretary of 
Jews’ College; and Mr. Isaac A. Isaacs, 
Secretary of the Manchester Congregation 
of British Jews and Clerk of the Manchester 
Board of Gaardians, A teacher who has 
been more or less responsible for the train- 
ing of men who have achieved distinction 
and done useful work in so many difficult 
walks of life, not to speak of-the many 
thousands of ordinary pupils who have 
passed through his classes, is an educa- 
tional force in the community whose achieve- 
ments command the highest admiration. 

Mr Abrahams was born in 1840 in Swan- 
sea, where his father, the Rev. Barnett 
Abrahams, was Chazan. His mother was a 
sister of the Rev. Aaron Levy, who was 
Dayan of the London community half a cen- 
tury ago, and was familiarly known as 
M78 >. When, in 1845, his father received 
a call to the New Hebrew Congregation, of 
Manchester, the family removed to that 
city, and the son entered the Jewish School, 
which had been founded seven years before, and was then a small institu- 
tion, housed in two rooms at the Salford Lyceum Institution. Already 
at this early age he developed a liking and a marked ability for teaching, 
80 that he was often called upon, during the absence of the master from 
ill-health, to assist in the management of the classes. On his father 
retiring from his position, the family migrated to London. Mr. Abrahams 
went to reside at the Beth Hamedrash with his aged uncle, JN 4, with 
whom he studied Hebrew and Rabbinical Literature. Having resolved 
upon adopting the teaching profession, his uncle introduced him to Mr. 
Angel, who, after a few months of probation, accepted him as a pupil 
teacher. Mr, Abrahams was one of the first pupil teachers to be appointed, 
and among his colleagues in these early days of the Free School were the 
Rey. G. J. Emanuel of Birmingham, the Rev. H. M. Silver of Liverpool, 
and the late Rev. J. H. Cohen of Brighton. 

His promotion was very rapid. By dint of great perseverance he 
graduated in the University of London while perfecting himself in the 
theory of teaching and bringing the classes under his charge up to a high 
state of efficiency. It was not long before Mr. Angel recognised in him 
one of the ablest and most earnest of his lieutenants, and as time went on 
the Heal Master’s appreciation of Mr. Abrahams grew and increased. This 
high opinion was shared by no less an authority than the late Mr. Matthew 
Arnold, H.M. Inspector at Bell Lane, whose long and affectionate connection 
with the school became almost historical. Mr. Arnold said on one 
pecasion that he considered Mr. Abrahams the best reader and reciter he 
ad ever examined, Having obtained a certificate from the Education 
Department, he was appointed principal English master, with charge of the 
ne ‘orm in the school. This position he held for twenty years, during 
‘ch period the various Inspectors who periodically examined the classes 
re hich testimony to Mr. Abrahams’ successes. 
Meanwhile the Jews’ Free School grew and expanded, proceeding

“from strength to strength,”’ and Mr: Abrahams’s responsibiitles increased — 


‘oncurrently with this development. He began to make the influence of his 
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| vigorous personality felt upon the management of the institution. For 
while he had been trained by the greatest of modern headmasters in all 
_ the best traditions of the Free School, he was able to enrich this inflaence 


by his owa sympathy with the broader educational needs of the times. He 
responded actively and energetically to the constantly-growing demands of 
the Education Department. He was determined that the achogl should be 
kept thoroughly up to date, if not in advance of current requirements. 
One of the new features which he introduced into the school was the teach- 
ing of singing by the tonic sol-fa method, he having himself become a 
member by examination of the Tonic Sol-Fa College. He trained a large 
choir of four hundred voices, the singing of which, on Scholarship Day, made 
a most favourable impression. When, in 1884, the Free School was enlarged, 
the addition of so many staircases and corridors rendered necessary the 
appointment of a Vice-Master, to whom Mr, Angel could delegate the super- 
vision of some of the classes. Mr. Abrahams was unanimously appointed 
to the position. 

The headmaster of the school retained his vigour and alertness for many 
years after that appointment. Butin 1895 he was stricken with a severe 
illness, and from that time the control of the school devolved more and 
more on Mr, Abrahams. He had long been marked out as Mr. Angel's 
successor, and at the annual prize distributions Mr. Angel often took 
occasion to express his complete confidence in the head who was to 
succeed him. Towards the close of 1897, Mr. Angel retired from his 
position, retaining the honorary post of Principal, and Mr. L. B. Abrahams 
was unanimously appointed in his stead. He was the recipient on this 


_ occasion of a complimentary dinner from the Maccabsans, of which he is a 
member. Shortly afterwards, Mr. Angel, referring to him in an interview, 


said: ‘‘I believe that a more Competent headmaster never existed.’’ 

One of the great ideals which Mr. Abrahams has cherished in connection 
with the Jews’ Free School is the promotion 
of technical education. He has always con- 
tended that the education imparted to the 
children of the Jewish poor was too theo- 
retical and not sufficiently practical. For 
years he had to be satisfied to see boys 
taught a. number of facts which they could 
easily acquire for themselves after leaving 
echool, while the time spent in such acquisi- 
tion might have been more usefully employed 
in imparting to them a knowledge of things 
which they would be too old to begin to learn 
at a later stage. Too little thought was 
given to the careers that the boys might be 
expected to embrace when they left school. 
For the want of skilled knowledge they had 
drifted into two or three underpaid callings, 
whereas if a certain number of school hours 
could be given up to teaching the use of 
tools and scientific apparatus, and the prin- 
ciples which underlie all skilled trades, a 
much more useful fature would be opened 
up to them. It was many years, however, 


before circumstances permitted Mr, 
Abrahams to realise his ambitions. The 
opportunity of introducing a_ technical 


scheme of instruction was at length fur- 
nished by the opening of the Rothschild wing 
in 1898. The new buildings comprise a 
laboratory and workshop in which practical 
physics and chemistry are taught to the 
more advanced lads, and others are trained 
in carpentry work. A great deal of similar 

instruction is given in the evening at Bell 
Lane, under the auspices of the Trade and Technical Classes. Mr. Abrahams, 
as a member of the Committee of these classes, forms a valuable link between 
the two institutions. Another branch of education to which Mr. Abrahams 


has given enthusiastic attention is the physical development of the lads by 


means of gymnastics and drill, the opportunities for which have been greatly 
facilitated of late years by the acquisition of an additional playing-ground 
adjoining the school. To him is owing the formation of the first uniformed 
cadet corps connected with an elementary school. In this connection it 
may be mentioned that Mr. Abrahams is a member of the Maccab:eans’ 
Physical Training Committee. He is also an Honorary Captain of the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade. He is treasurer of the Jewish branch of the Children’s 
Happy Evening Society, and a Vice-lresident of the League of Mercy. He 
is the author of a ‘*‘ Chronological History of Eogland.”’ 

Mr. Abrahams. has also done mach to promote the elementary study of 
Hebrew and Religion. His translation of the ‘‘Standard’’ Prayer Book is 
used in all elementary Jewish Schools, and many thousands of copies of this 
invaluable work have been circulated. [t has passed through several 
editions. The same remark applies to his excellent ‘‘ Manual of Scripture 
History.’’ Mr. Abrahams was oue of the founders of the Jewish Association 
for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, now incorporated with the Keligious 
Education Board, and for many years Honorary Secretary of its Education 
Committee. He is still a valued member of its committee. In 1868 on the 


establishment of the late Jewish Recor. he was appointed its first Editor. — 


About a quarter of a century ago he contributed to the Jewish Chronicle a 
series of jetters on education, signed ‘‘Jehuda.’’ Indeed the Headmaster 
of the Jews’ Free School has been prominently useful in every communal 
movement having for its object the intellectual elevation of the poorer 
classes. For some years to come, perhaps, Mr. Abrahams may be over- 
predecessor. But if the relation 
of the two men may be compared to that of Moses and Joshua, it may truly 
be said that each master has displayed the qualities of leadership best 
suited to his age.

‘‘ Fortuitous.”—The following is the contribution of a Jewish teacher 
of moral science to the discussion on Lord Kelvin’s recent pronouncement. 
It will be remembered that Lord Kelvin said that one could conceive a 
crystal being formed by a fortuitous concourse of atoms but the same 
explanation would not account for the phenomena of life, even vegetable 
life. There has been a discussion in the Times, and Mr. Joseph Solomon 
writes from Oxford :—‘‘ Nobody, and assuredly not Lord Kelvin, supposes 
that a concourse of atoms takes place by chance, or otherwise than in 
obedience to law. But a law-determined concourse may be called 
‘fortuitous’ in relation to its result, when that result has, and is in fact 
recognised by, certain important characters to which the ‘ laws’ determining 
the concourse have no relation, or—to speak less technically—towards 
which they have no tendency. To use an example of Aristotle’s—the 
retributive crushing of a murderer by the fall of a statue erected in honour 
of his victim, we justly call ‘fortuitous,’ though the statue fell ‘by law 
and crushed the man ‘ by law.’ ”’

The Years 1189—1190. 


A HistoricAL SERMON DELIVERED AT THE BAysWATER SYNAGOGUE, 
By Proressorn tHe Rev. Dr. H. GOLLANCZ, M.A., 


© ©, DEAR CONGREGANTs,—I propose to repeat to you to-day a sermon 
delivered by me some years ago on a subject of ever-increasing interest to 
the Anclo-Jewish community. 

When, on a former occasion, | addressed you during the weeks of the 
Omer, I took as the subject of one of my discourses the First Crusade in its 
relation to our brethren in Germany; and I endeavoured to show what 
connection there existed between, on the one hand, the various restrictions 
which modern Judaism imposes upon itself at the Omer-tide of the year, 
and, on the other hand, the sad and sorrowful trials of our ancestors in 
Continental Europe which followed in the wake of that so-called Holy War. 

It may not be unprofitable to turn our thoughts this day nearer home, 
and to recall events which affected our coreligionists in our own country in 
the years 1189 and 11%). They are the first years of the Third Crusade, 
the year 1180 marking at the same time the date of the accession of Richard, 
the Lion-heart, to the throne of England and its dependencies. _ 

The call to the First and Second Crusades found no responsive echo in 
the hearts of the English, and history has therefore no martyrs to 
chronicle among the Jews of England of that period. As, politically, 
England and France were connected, so, religiously speaking, for the Jews 
of England and France, there was a close connection between the two com- 
munities. As an example, we might mention that Orleans is considered to 
have supplied the community of London with a teacher in the person of the 
learned Kk. Jacob, a disciple of the renowed Tosaphist K. Tam; and that 
Canterbury could also boast of a disciple of the same teacher, named kh. 
Benjamin. | 

During the reign of Henry II. especially, the Jews of Britain enjoyed 
peace and prosperity ; they inhabited the larger towns, and in the 
Metropolis there were not wanting several coreligionists possesed of such 
wealth that they dwelt in mansions designated by the chroniclers as veritable 
palaces. 

But the scene changes with the accession of Richard I. to power. Not 
that Richard himself was ruled by a narrow, persecuting spirit directed 
against the Jews; but popular hatred now again ran wild against them, and 
marks the beginning of a new chapter in the history of the oppression of 
the Jews, which culminated in their expulsion in the reign of Kdward I. 

The people of England had joyously responded to the call which 
summoned to the Third Crusade: from .all parts of the country they 
hastened to the capital in order to join the new King in his religious 
undertaking. Richard was away in Normandy at the time, where he had 
been proclaimed Duke; and he arrived in England in August L189, being 
crowned King in Westminster Abbey the following month by Baldwin, 
Archbishop of Canterbury. After the ceremonial at the Abbey (details of 
which are given by contemporary chroniclers), the king betook himself in 
stately procession to the Palace at Westminster, where great preparations 
had been made not only for the coronation festivities, but also for receiving 
the homage of the King’s vassals. Suddenly, however, an event occurred 
which disturbed all the arrangements, and the coronation-feast of Richard 


proved for the Jews of England the first scene of a dark and sorrowful . 


drama. Among those assembed to pay homage to the néw sovereign were 
some of the most respected members of the various Jewish 
congregations ; they bore rich gifts in honour of the occasion, and thought 
in this manner to secure the favour of the king and to obtain a ratification 
of all rights and privileges accorded them during the reign of Henry II. 
It would appear that no sooner had the Jewish deputation been noticed 
than they were forcibly ejected from the palace by the officials who handled 
them roughly and inflicted injuries upon them; the mob, collected in the 
streets, took the cue from the court oflicials and pursued with threats and 
blows the members ofthe deputation, who took refuge in the houses of their 
brethren. Suddenly the false report is circulated, that the king desires the 
oppression of the Jews, andthe blood-thirsty mob, consisting for the most 
part of the body of crusaders, attempts to pillage the houses of the Jews of 
London. Having for hours unsuccessfully endeavoured to force their way 
into the houses, they set fire to them ; the fire spread rapidly, and devastated 
the greater portion of the Jewish quarter. The synagogues were plundered 
and burnt to the ground, and in the houses inhabited by Jews 
rapine and massacre were doing their fell work. To such an extent 
did the conflagration spread, that the citizens-were in fear lest the greater 
part of the city might be rendered a prey to the flames. They sent a 
deputation to the king, with a request to save the city from the hands of 
the mob and to supress the riot. Ranulph de Glanville, or Granville, the 
Chief Justice, is sent by the king to address and «uiet the mob, but without 
effect. The massacre continues during the whole of the night, and the 
rising sun witnesses the remnants of the Jewish quarter strewn with the 
slain of her sons. Among the victims too was Rabbi Jacob of Orleans, the 
doughty champion of Jewish learning, possibly (according to some 
authorities) the then Chief Rabbi of the community of London. 

It appears that the king was much distressed at the turn events had 
taken, that the beginning of his reign should have been stained with 
deeds of such relentless cruelty. He desired that justice should be meted 
out to the guilty ones, but the offenders were so numerous that the majority 
escaped punishment. 

Of the Jewish deputation to the king only two members are mentioned 
by name, viz., Benedict and Joceus, Wardens of the congregation at York. 
Benedict, having been driven out of the palace, was dragged in a state of 
unconsciousness into a church, and there forcibly baptised. On the following 
day he sought and obtained an audience of the king for the purpose of 
obtaining his consent to his recantation. The king turned for advice on 
this point to the Archbishop of Canterbury, who was present, and who was 
by no means favourable to Jewish converts, and received the reply in the 
following words: ‘‘If he refuses to become a son of Heaven, then let him 
become a son of the Devil,’’ Benedict did not long survive his enforced 
baptism, for he died soon after at Northampton in consequence of the 
wounds inflicted upon his person while in London. 

In matters of detail it may be interesting to note, that there exists 
considerable divergence in the original accounts as related by the chief 
writers of this period of history, notably William of Newbury, Matthew 
Paris and Radulphus de Diceto; and this difference of opinion has been 
continued to our own times, and is apparent in the accounts given by 
Graetz and Goldschmidt upon the unfortunate occurrence at the coronation 
of King Richard.

Many of the congregation were killed, their 
homes pillaged and destroyed by fire. It is even related that a Jewish 
medical man, always held in high esteem for his skill hoth ly Christians 
and Jews, was put to death on this occasion, in consequence of his having 
openly lamented the fate of his brethren, and remonstrated with the mob. 
On the 6th of February the thirst for blood (which was <o intimately 
connected with thirst after wealth) reached the town of Norwich. and 
many Jews fell as victims. A month later, on the 7th of March, Stamford 
was the scene of oppression. It was fair-time; the town was unusually full 
‘Crusaders were present in large numbers; and this infuriated and 


avaricious band (taught the welcome doctrine that the destruction of the 
Jew was a deed pleasing in the sight of Heaven) was not slow in availing 
itself of the invitation to make off with the belongings of the Jewish 


residents of Stamford. The Jews of Lincoln would probably have shared 
the fate of their brethren of Lynn, Norwich and Stamford, had they not 
forthwith taken refuge and deposited their chattels within the precincts of 
the royal fortress. 

Who has not heard of the sad lot of our brethren of York, how every 
element combined to bring about their utter ruin and extinction; how the 
clergy especially were merciless and cruel in conjanction with (he crusaders 
in their attempt to plunder and ill-treat, to harass and destroy the Jewish 
inhabitants of this city? Benedict, one of the deputies to London, had 
succumbed to violence; and, without any apprehension on the part of the 
in-dwellers, his luxurious house was one night suddenly attacked, his wile 
and daughter were murdered, and the valuable contents of the mansion 
carried off by the besieging rabble, who, eager for further prey, (hereapon 
betook themselves to the residence of Joceus, the co-Warden of bcnedict, 
and the second representative of York at the coronation of Richard. Jocets 
hurriedly collected some of his effects, and, together with the members ol 
his family, applied to the Governor of the Castle at York for protection. 
The Governor accorded protection not only to Joceus and his family, 
men, women and children, but to many who had sought rluge io 
the Castle. Those who remained in the city were cruelly massacred— 
baptism was the only alternative for death. 

Without entering too minutely into details, suflice it to say, that the 
Jews of York within the Castle endured for six days the greatest |r vations 
during the siege which ensued, and defended- themselves with the leroist 
borne of religious fervour and unflinching fidelity to their faith. Dismal, 
indeed, was the prospect! Should the enemy, howling without a» angry 
wolves, prevail—it meant either a cruel death or worse, apostisy+ Amid 
this perplexing situation, the hoary Rabbi of the Community ©! York, 
Rabbi Yomtob from Joigny rose up and addressed his fellow-suffere:s to ths 
effect :— 

‘*O men of Israel! the God of your fathers, to whom none can say * Wha! 
doest Thou?’ bids us at this hour die in honour of our faith. See, death 
is before you; if you do not desire to live by sacrificing your obedience © 
Heaven, or through the mercy of your foes, consider how you can ‘ic most 
nobly.

Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home. 


The Annual Court of the Governors and Subscribers to the Jews Deaf 
and Dumb Home, was held at the Inatitation, Nightingale Lane, Wandsworth. 
on Sunday afternoon, the President, Mr. KE. D. Stern, in the Chair. 


The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and balance sheet 
said that it was very satisfactory in the interests of humanity to note that 
the number of children in the Home remained about the same. They. must 
not imagine, however, that that was so because the Home was not well 
known, for at the present time they had one inmate from so distant a centre 
as Bulawayo, and quite recently they had received _an application from 
Cape Town. The work of the School was going on in a most satisfactory 
manner. The last report of His Majesty's Inspector was most eulogistic, 
and especial praise was bestowed upon the manual training given. They 
eould not wish to have a better report than that, and great credit was due 
for it to Mr. Katner and his staff. For the last six months they had had a 
young man on probation to discover whether he would be likely to prove 
suitable to hold the scholarship that had been offered. He had just been 
examined by Dr. Eichholz, who had certified that he was qualified to take 
ap the course of study. The gardening work was going on 80 satisfactorily 
that they had been able to offer plants for sale. He was pleased to say that 
the Infirmary had hardly been used at all during the year. The expenses 
of the Institution increased materially in ordinary course and in consequence 
they were larger than in the previous year. Despite that increase, how- 
ever, the debt had been wiped out, especially in consequence of the per- 
formance that had been arranged by the Misses Bendon, who, he hoped, 
would renew their services in the current year. He did not agree with 
others that it was the duty of a charitable institution to bein debt. The 
Institation was slowly, very slowly, uiring funded property, and one day 
he hoped they would be independent, He hoped that meanwhile they would 
continue to bestow their generosity on the charity, and would induce their 
friends to do likewise. He also appealed to them to visit the institution 
often and to bring their friends, so that the inmates should not imagine that 
they were neglected. 

Mr. S. L. LAZARUS seconded the motion. The number of annual sub- 
scribers he thought could with ease be increased, and he impressed the 
necessity of bringing friends down, for if the Home were better known the 
list of subscribers would increase, He drew their attention to the announce- 


ment in the report of the invention of apparatus that would enable the deaf 
to hear. He was rather doubtful, however, whether the optimism of the 


reference was really jastified by the reality. 


The Rev. 1. SAMUEL endorsed all that had been said by the previous 
speakers as to the desirability of visitors coming to the Home. Once any- 
one came, he was sure that he or she would frequently repeat the visit. The 
Aid Society recently established, to which reference was made in the Report, 
had been formed by a lady who had a relative in the institution, and had 
been greatly pleased by the treatment he had received there. He had been 
informed by Mr. J. Goldstein, the President of the Aid Society, that the 
movement was increasing in strength. There were now no less than 540) 
weekly subscribers, besides several quarterly and yearly contributors, and 
he hoped to hand over to the Home in July next the sum of £60. A large 
number of the members of the Aid Society were Eist Enders.

There is a probability 
that in a short time great changes may be made possible in the instruc- 
tion of the deaf and dumb. Mr. Hutchinson, a voung American engineer, 
tas invented an apparatus which enables the deaf to hear. The instrument was tried on 
& deaf an ‘dumb child of 12 years. The child heard for the first time and repeated the 
words spoken. This machine is now being perfected. It consists of a small battery in 
& box resembling a kodak camera, wires are extended from it to both ears. If this 
lustrumert can be brought into a cheap and practical form, it will be possible to teach deaf 
a dumb children with very little more trouble than children with full hearing faculty.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 
** Judaism in Creed and Life.” 


Early in September, Messrs. Macmillan will publish a somewhat 
elaborate book, eptitied ‘‘ Judaism in Creed and Life,’’ by the Rev, Morris 
Joseph. This item of news will be widely welcomed. Mr. Joseph has been 
engaged on the work for some years. It is an exposition of Judaism in its 
three divisions of Theology, Ceremonial and Ethics from a libsral-conser- 
vative standpoiot—that is to say, from the standpoint of most Jews of 
to-day. It will be the first work of its kind in the Eoglish language, 
certainly the first to be published in England. It has been written witha 
view to the requirements of adult readers, bat will be found usefal also for 
young people of thirteen, and possibly younger. The section on Ethics bas 
been designed te illustrate the wealth of noble thought that is to be found 
in the Talmudic and medieval literatures. Obviously the book should tend 
to indicate the possibility of a modus vivendi between modern thought and 
traditional Jadaism. This announcement is, I venture to think, the most 
interesting made in these columns for a considerable time. 


S. 14. Dubnow on “ Jewish History’ (Macmillan’s). 


English readers should be happy in the possession of this translation 
of a famous essay, for S. M. Dabnow’s Russian work, though but few years of 
age, is already a classic. Messrs. Macmillan have now published it in 
Eaglish on behalf of the Jewish Historical Society. The price is half-a-crown. 

Tne English version has been ably made from the authorised German 
translation by Miss Henristta Szold, of Baltimore, and the volume has been 
published simultaneously in London and in Philadelphia. ‘‘ An Essay in the 
Philosophy of History,’’ the author terms it, yet, deep as it is in essence, it 
is perfectly simple in its mode of presentation. We have first a chapter on 
the range of Jewish history. The Jews are the ‘ most historical 
of peoples.’’ Jewish history rans as an unbroken thread through 
the ancient civilisation of Egypt and Mesopotamia down to the 
present-day culture of France and Germany. Again, as to the *‘ Content of 
Jewish History ’’ (Ch. II.) we have to deal not with a merely political or 
racial entity but ‘‘a spiritual people.’’. This splendid conception, not of an 
inspired individual or sacred caste, but of a whole people called to lead all 
men towards the ideal, to officiate for them, the laity, in the capacity of 
rea es gives to Jewish history its unique ‘ hall-mark of spirituality.’’ 

his is the note of Mr. Dabnow’s essay : Jewish history is unique. He proves 
his case fully, and always in aa interesting fashion. He passes in review 
the various periods of this history, and in a few short, masterly chapters 
effects the ‘* historical synthesis ''—dieplays the psychological pro- 
cesses of national development. Of the Bilical period he says 
much that is fresh and vigorous. ‘‘ The Mosaic law is a propaganda 
by deed. Everywhere it demands active, more than a passive 
morality."’ Next, he shows the effects on Jewish history of the great idea 
of the spiritual ‘‘ Messianism ’’ of the Jewish people, or better its ‘* Mission- 
ism’'—‘‘an eternal idea, far more comprehensive than the old idea of 
national election, which it supplanted.’’ But again, as before, when, after 
the Exile, the Law became more and more powerfal in Jewish life, ‘‘ the 
object steadily aimed at was the elevation of the whole body of the people 
to the plane of spirituality, its transformation, in accordance with the 
Biblical injanction, into a kingdom of priests.’’ And this civilising principle 
was the starting »>int of all of Ezra’s sucecassors, the Scribes. Isolation 
became the means by which this end was attained, for, in order to effect its 
mission, the Jews must form a spiritual nation, and must preserve them- 
selves from absorption. The reader who takes this volume up will be 
charmed by the skill with which Mr. Dabnow developss his theme in his 
chapters on the Talmudic, Gaonic, Spanish and modern periods. As to the 
** Teachings of Jewish History ’’ (Ch. xii.), these deserve the close attention 
of every earnest Jew. Here is one noble passage: 


Jewish history possesses the student with the conviction that Jewry at all times? 
éven in the period of political independence, was pre-eminently a spiritual nation, and 
& spiritual nation it continues to be in our days, too; Furthermore it inspires him with 
the belief that Jewry, being a spiritual entity, c\nnot suffer annibilation: the body, the 
mould may be destroyed, the spirit is immortal. 

The book deserves to become popular. ‘ Philosophy’’ is a name often 
taken in vain. But Dubnow’s essay may be justly termed philosophical, 
and philosophical in the truest sense, for it is intelligible to every mind, 
Dabnow does not rely on the jargon of technical * philosophers.’’ He 
— plainly, profoundly, and there is not a difficult sentence in the whole

The Emerson Centenary. 


Ralph Waldo Emerson was born on May 25th, 1805, and the centenary 
of his birth has roused a fresh interest in his personality ani writings, 
Born in a Paritan environment, he was destined for the Chirch. His 
famous aunt would have had her relatives not merely resp: table but 
learned, she longed to hear them named ‘‘ Rabbis and Fathers.” {ut when 
about 30 years of age, Emerson found himself out of sympathy with trini- 
tarian dogmas, and thus abandoned the clerical calling. Emerson represents 
ina sense the liberal reaction against tradition, but only ina sense. He 
held with what he termed “ realism,’’ the insistence on religious facts, as 
distinct from names and traditions. In this way, he turned avain and again 


to the Jewish Scriptures, finding in them so much of this realism, 
that he declared every man to be born a Jew. God was iniinity, not 
personal, in his view; Jesus was to him man, ‘the blessed 


Jew,’ he calls him. The key to Emerson's religious position has in his 


motto, ‘‘ the soul has no dates.’’ Revelation is old, but not antijue; trath 
insists on being of this age, of this moment. ‘*The assumption that the 
Bible is closed marks the falsehood of our theology.’’ Or again, ‘ The 


cure for false theology is mother-wit. Forget your books and traditions 
and obey your moral perceptions at this hour.”’ Sach teachiog must 
inspire. For Emerson was less tilting at tradition than at stagnation To 
him religion must be personal, real; and the traditional religion which 
disputes or ignores this stands not for life but death. One parts from 
Emerson in thinking that the two aspects are reconcileable ; for tradition 
is in its essence a vital link between presént and past, no! 4 mere 
secular bond. It joins heart to heart, making the ages one in their 
conviction of God's persistent immanence in the haman soul, It 
would be easy to cite many fine remarks uttered by ‘merson 
with regard to Judaism and the Bible. He thought the Jewish culfus 
obsolete ; not so its divine inspiration. Of English Protestantism he said: 
Judea not Eagland which is the ground.”’ Again, \ou cannot 
bring me too good a word, too dazzling a hope, too penetrating an insight 
from the Jews."’ He loved to insist on the agreements between creeds, 
rather than on their differences. One may say of him that he believed in 
religions though not in any religion. He saw the pathos of Israels 
persecution but thought that there was compensation; for, ‘* the suJerance 
which is the badge of the Jew has made him, in these days, the ruler of the 
rulers of the earth’’—not materially but spiritually. And it was in the 
Hebrew prophets that he saw the eternal teachers of men. ‘! |0ok for 
the hour when that supreme Beauty which ravishes the souls of those 
eastern men, and chiefly of those Hebrews, and through their (ips spoke 
oracles to all time, shall speak in the West also.”’ 1A.

AUSTRALIA, 


Mr. Morris Gerson, the new Treasurer of the Brisbane Hebrew Congre- 
gation, has been gazetted on the Commission of the l’eace for the State of 
Queensland. Mr. Gerson has long evinced great interest in synagoga!l 
affairs, having, during his ten years’ residence in ()ueensland, been several 
times President and Treasurer of the Congregation. He emigrated from 
London some eighteen years ago, is a past Treasurer of the Hast London 
Synagogue and was Vice-President of the Princes Street Synagogue. 

A correspondent writes from Perth (Western Australia) :—Mr. M. L. 
Moss, M.L.C., of Fremantle, has been made an Honorary Member of the 
Cabinet.—The Boys’ Exhibition Scholarship of Western Australia has been 
won by a Jewish lad, Master Maurice Cantor, It is the highest scholarship 
a boy can gain here, and is worth £150 per annum, the winner to choose 
any University, Oxford, Cambridge, or others, to extend his studies. 
Master M. Cantor chose Melbourne University.—There is a big movement 
going on in this city, in aid of the ‘‘ Home of Peace,’’ an institution for in- 
curable cases, irrespective of creed. The Rev. D. 1. Freedman, our Minister, 
is the Hon. Secretary. Lady Bedford, the wife of our Governor, is the Head, 
and all the leading members of the Colony are connected with the Home.— 
We have now a Jewish Club called the West Australian Hebrew Associa- 
tion. It is founded on similar lines to your Working Men's Club in Great 
Alie Street, London, The Rev. Mr. Freedman was the founder and first 
President. It has a membership of over 120, and meets every evening 
excepting Friday for national amusement. A pleasing feature of Passover 
was the communal Seder Table. It was held at the club rooms and was 
largely attended by men, women and children, many of them thereby being 
able to observe the ceremony in all its ancient rites. One hundred and 
fifteen adults partook of the Seder on the two nights. The Committee of 
the club, of which Mr. E, Casper is the President, with Messrs. J. Cohen 
and 8. Visband Hon, Secretaries, and Mr. E. King, Treasurer, are preparing 
an attractive programme for the winter, which is now about to commence. 
Amongst the other lectures is one promised by the Dean of Perth.—The 
Jewish Ladies’ Benevolent Society is doing splendid work. After assisting 
every deserving case the Society was abe to show a surplus of over £70. 
Our Minister’s wife is the President; Mrs. 8. Marks is Secretary; and 
Mrs. D. Cracow, Treasurer.—At the distribution of prizes of the State 
School, the Rev. Mr. Freedman took the Chair, by virtue of 
his office of Chairman of the Board of Education. It was a largely 
attended function, being made a farewell send off to Mr. Cyril Jackson, 
late Inspector of West Australian Government Schools, who was at one time 
a representative of the Tower Hamlets on the London School Board.— 
Our Masonic Jewish brethren are coming to the front in this city. Bro. 
L. Seligson has been elected W.M. of the Sir Walter Scott's Lodge, whilst 
Bro. E, Casper, P.M. and Grand Secretary, together with Bro. Rev. D. L. 
Freedman, B.A., P.M. and Grand Chaplain were appointed by the Grand 
Committee of the Scottish Constitution of Western Australia to proceed to 
Albany and consecrate the Glen Devon Lodge of that place, which ceremony 
they duly performed.—We had unfortunately a death in our community 
and owing to the excessive heat the burial had to take place on the second 
day of Passover. The burial ground is situated at Karrakatta, and the 
mourners, together with the Rev. Mr. Freedman, had to walk ten miles.

Professor Picard, of Brussels, says the Echo, is an anti-Semite, and this, 
of course, was not at all to the taste of the students of Liberal tendencies 
in the University. Accordingly, when the learned man was about to 
commence his lectures a few days ago, a student came up to him and put 
before his nose an account of the fearful atrocities recently committed in 
Rassia. At the same time, the rest of the students set up a great shout: 
‘* There are still Israelitish children at Kischineff,’’ they cried, ‘‘ who have 
not yet been swallowed. Go away to find them. That is good enough for 
you.’’ One of the admirers of the anti-Semite Professor protested against 
this, but the students had done what they wanted todo. Lising ina body, 
they left their academic chief to lecture to four of his pupils. 


CHINA. 


The first wedding solemnised at the new synagogue in Hong Kong took

Aged Needy Society. 


The annual meeting of the subscribers to the Aged Needy Society was 
beld on Wednesday at the (ireat Synagogue Chambers, Aldgate, Mr. 
Gi_pert Samuew, President, in the Chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing the adoption of the balance sheet, said 
that it called for little comment. The amount derived from subscriptions, 
£632, showed asmali but welcome increase over that of the previous year, 
£622. The balance sheet also showed the receipt of a donation of £35 from 
‘“*A.Z, In Memoriam,”’ per the Rev. Dr. Gollancz, and he thought they 
should express their appreciation of the interest taken in the Society by 
Dr. Gollancz. The Society could take credit for its economical working, 
as out of £1,500 received during the year, only £130 had been spent on 
administration. The credit was largely due to the Hon. Secretary, Mr. 
Edward A. Joseph, whom he described as the ne plus ultra of Hon. 
Secretaries. In addition to other work, Mr. Joseph had initiated the 
giving of treats tothe pensioners. From time to time sums of money had been 
received from members of the community on the occasion of family celebra- 
ti ns, for the purpose of providing some little comforts, such as grocery, for the 
old people, and had been greatly appreciated. He regretted, however, that 
these sums had fallen off within the last few months, but he sincerely hoped 
they would be resumed. He also referred to the good work performed by 
Mr. Robert Halford, one of the Vice-Presidents, who presided so efficiently, 
carefally and laboriously over the meetings of the Investigating Committee, 
upon whom the real burden of the Society laid; and to the paid officials, 
Mr. I. Bloomfield, the able Secretary, who played a great part in the 
working of the Society, and Mr. Charles Abrahams, the Collector, to whom 
was due the increase in the subscriptions. He regretted that the Society 
was in pressing need of increased financial assistance. As far as he could 
see at present it would be necessary for them to rely upon the good nature 
of their bankers to obtain a loan, but that of course could only be of a 
temporary character. In order, therefore, to meet the exigencies of the 
situation, it was proposed to held a ball about the end of the year. That 
was a very modest charity—hbe thought perhaps too modest—-and was not 
in the habit of continually pulling at the purse-strings of the charitable. 

Mr. Mortimer H, SOLOMON seconded the adoption of the balancve-sheet 
which was carried unanimously.

Vot lon o, | began to apprehend the necessity of writing a gloom 
letter pore with the failure of rains. Fortunately, the

all the crops, at least saved a good part of them, and averted the famine 
which appeared to be imminent. It is sad to have to make these reflections 
after the splendid prospects there were this year. But such has been the 
whim of natare, and cultivators have to be content with what there is. 

Two Jewish traders were recently murdered in the neighbourhood of 
Marrakesh, Ata time when the Sultan has so much to think of, and when 
unprotected Jews have no one to speak for them, it is scarcely to be 
ox oected that the bereaved families will obtain any compensation, far less 

arice, 

The Alliance Israclite is arousing itself to redoubled activity in its 
got work in Morocco. Its latest move is a desire to increase the number 
ot ipils of its schools, and to amalgamate, if possible, all the local Talmud 
Torah schools into one institution in its own school, or, if that be not 
practicable, to assemble the pupils in one convenient locality where it 
sonia have control Over them, and where a little general instruction, such 
as i taught in its other schools, would also form a feature of the classes, 
enabling the pupils the better in future, as it explains, to take their part 
in the struggle for life. A letter from the Alliance bearing on this subject, 
and in the above sense, was read to the Jewish community, at a meeting 
which was convened by Mons. Taurel. The letter was listened to with 
sympathetic and appreciative attention even by residents of the Mellah—a 
wholesome sign of the times—and, towards the expenses estimated at 600 
dols., the community offered there and then to contribute 100 dols., leaving 
the Alliance to pay the rest and to find a local for the school. It was 
suc cested that a site given by the late Mouley Hassan for the erection of a 
Jes ish Hospital should now be asked for by the French Legation, in order 
that the Alliance might construct a school on it at the six per cent. rent 
rite. The community's reply was communicated to the Alliance, together 
with their thanks for the Alliance’s sustained interest in the welfare of the 
Jews in Morocco. 

‘he instruction in EKaglish, to boys, in Mogador, will next month enter 
upon anew era.

To this 
request Mr. Fox replied on Tuesday : “‘ I bag to state that the telegram you received 
purporting to come from me was 4 pure fabrication and sent without my knowledge or 
without the knowledge of the above [Hebrew] Congregation. | therefore beg 
that you will be kind enough to insert my last week’s contribution in this week's issue.’ 

The following is the communication held over from last week :— 

Mr. H. Fox, Secretary of the Belfast Hebrew Congregation, writes us :— 
The Committee of the Belfast Hebrew Congregation, of which Sir Otto 
Jaffe, J.P., D.L., is President, beg to notify the Jewish Public that they are in no way 
identified or in sympathy with the appeal for funds made in the Jewish Press for the 
erection of a third Synagogue in Belfast, for which there is no necessity. In addition 
to the Great Victoria Street Synagogue, there is the large school room, by no means 
dilapidated, which is used as a Synagogue. As soon as negotiations have been com- 
pleted for the purchase of two houses adjoining the school, the Committee, it is well 
known, intend to rebuild and enlarge the school so as to provide as much accommodation 
for male and female worshippers as is likely to be required for the next generation. 

It is shocking that someone interested (apparently) in a anagoges movement should 
have resorted to the disgraceful mancweuvre of sending a bogus telegram. The following 
letter has also reached us. We print it precisely as received.
